YEAR 1964

| To THE TRUSTEES OF THE PEABODY MUSEUM OF SALEM: 


P \HIS Museum is an unusual institution. More beguiling 


than women, more intoxicating than wine, more stimu- 
lating than most classrooms, its atmosphere affects 
staff and visitor alike. Its character, flavor, and holdings are 


unique, and it seems to me that the mold was broken when the 
_ place was founded by the East India Marine Society members. 
_ And yet a Museum, no matter how superior its collections, is 
only as good as the people who work in it. Always it is the 
human element that is most important. Hoarding and crabby 


_ people may acquire and preserve specimens, but those who are 
inspirational, those of inquiring mind, those who love their 
fellow man interpret those specimens and give them luster. 
_ Nothing else does. Without the right human element all the 


masterpieces of the world are but grains of sand. 

I have mentioned in the past, but I should like to emphasize 
the fact that we have such people and that others beg to work 
here each year. Not only are they competent, devoted, learned 
people, but even more important they are humane and imagina- 


tive. They are those who give of themselves, who never take 


away, and I am always humble and thankful when I think of 


_them. I know of no other organization where so few people 


_ produce so much. 


Since, then, we have the collections and staff, our only need 
is increased annual income. With a little more money we could 


_ show more of our treasures, increase the exhibition program, 
_ perform better services for the community, for the academic 
world, and for ail of those who seek us out. Money is the ferti- 


lizer that makes a healthy institutional plant grow, and yet 


_ while museums are manured by money, they are propagated by 
_ tender loving care. With both they grow and flourish. 
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For instance, one of the ways in which I think we are func- 
tioning as an educational institution in these times of racial 
strife, bitterness, and tribulation is in the exhibitions in our 
ethnological halls. These exhibits make the strange more fa- 
miliar and hence, more understandable. How much better ex- 
hibits could be developed in this field if we had more space, 
more help, which in practical terms is more money! This is an 
expedient thing for our collections come from every race on 
earth; from all the world’s peoples. What these diverse peoples 
created came from their heads, from the craftsmanship of their 
hands, from the artistic core of their souls. The results have 
universal appeal and appreciation. What better way to know 
thy neighbor vicariously than by his creations. This is one way 
that man can appreciate man, and it is one of the outstanding 
ways in which a museum can contribute to that better under- 
standing. One has only to look at the power of carved Pacific 
gods or African masks, at the delicacy of South American sil- 
ver, at the grace of American Indian clothing, at the exquisite- 
ness of Oriental lacquers, textiles, pottery, ivory carvings, to 
set the mind in the rhythm of other music, to be entranced by 
myths of other heroes, to realize that each should be proud of 
his heritage, that each has within him an ancestral greatness 
that is proclaimed in manifold ways. New England has a nota- 
ble academic and cultural tradition that must be kept burning 
brightly and we must be a spark within that flame. 

That our many good friends and people generally are not 
unaware of these things we have had ample demonstration. 
This year has been a record-breaking one for the Museum in 
several ways. The most material way was the cash gifts. 
For while our operating deficit this year was a large one 
($12,621.97), our gifts for all purposes were higher than for 
any years excepting those in which we were constructing new 
buildings. Once more our subscriptions from Fellows and 
Friends reached a new high of $18,535.98, greater than last 
year by $3,100. The contribution box yielded $1,318.26. Sev- 
eral additions were made to our capital funds. Among them a 
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| bequest of $2,000 from Mrs. Grace M. Parker and a similar 
_ amount In memory of Edith Morse Robb from the Robb Family 
Foundation. The largest addition to our capital, however, came 
from the establishment of the Mary Kemble Robinson Wheat- 
-jand Fund by Mrs. John F. Fulton. This fund was added to 
by Mrs. Lucius H. Biglow, Jr., Mrs. Franc D. Ingraham, Mrs. 
Samuel H. Ordway, Mr. Samuel H. Ordway, Jr., Mrs. Fred- 
eric M. Richards, Mrs. Bradford Wellman, Miss Barbara 
Wheatland, Mr. Richard Wheatland, II, and Mr. Stephen 
Wheatland, who also contributed for numerous other purposes 
including the Richard Wheatland Fund. The Mary Kemble 
Robinson Wheatland Fund now totals over $24,000. Contri- 
butions for general purposes were received from The Boston 
Navigators Club, Mr. Philip W. Bourne, the Burbeck Me- 
morial Fund, Mrs. Arthur W. Butler, Mr. Paul C. Cabot, Mr. 
Carl B. Cobb, Mr. U. Haskell Crocker, Mr. Edward Cunning- 
ham, Cub Scout Pack 722, Historic Salem, Inc., the Kendall 
Company, Mr. Russell W. Knight, Mr. Ralph Lawson, Mr. 
Dunbar Lockwood, Mr. Caleb Loring, Jr., Mr. David H. Mc- 
Alpin, Massachusetts Arms Collectors, Mrs. H. T. Pulsifer, 
Mr. Alfred P. Putnam, Miss Elizabeth Saltonstall, Senator 
and Mrs. Leverett Saltonstall, Mr. Charles Weston, Mr. Wal- 
ter M. Whitehill, and Mr. Oliver Wolcott. A number of gener- 
ous contributions were received for our planned catalogue of 
marine paintings, which I shall say more about later. Gifts for 
this project came from Mr. Harold D. Hodgkinson, Mr. 
Charles E. Mason, Jr., Mr. Paul Fenimore Cooper, Jr., Mr. 
Harry S. Newman, Mr. Augustus P. Loring, Mr. Francis B. 
Lothrop, and Mr. Henry B. du Pont. This fund now totals 
$20,155.48. Contributions for special purposes include those 
from Mr. Frederick J. Bradlee for the purchase of a salt bar- 
row, Mr. G. Clymer Brooke toward the publication of Stim- 
son’s Tuamotuan dictionary, Mr. Warren H. Butler for elec- 
trical work and background painting for a special exhibition, 
from the Alpha and Beachcomber Dory Clubs for a special case 
for our Chamberlain Dory model, from Mr. G. Peabody Gard- 
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ner, Mrs. Stephen Wheatland, and The Jingo Foundation for 
publications, and from Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Lawson, Mr. and 
Mrs. Francis B. Lothrop, Mr. Richard C. Paine, and Mr. 
Stephen Phillips. Mr. James Morris contributed for Natural 
History, Dr. Douglas H. Robinson for the restoration of ship 
plans, Mr. Ross Whittier for publications and for the restora- 
tion of an old oil painting, and Mrs. Frances R. Williams to 
purchase books. Altogether our total gifts for all purposes 
came to the very substantial sum of $107,811.01. 

Another record was made when our total attendance for the 
year reached a new high of 74,649. The largest month, as 
usual, was August with over 12,000 people, but July was a 
very close second. As always the smallest month was Decem- 
ber. Our weekly average was 1,435 and the daily average was 
204. The number of school classes, scout troops, clubs and 
other organized groups visiting the Museum this year num- 
bered 348; an increase of twenty-three over 1963. Increased 
attendance of both individuals and classes, which, of course, 
we are delighted to have, neverthless creates problems. More 
maintenance is involved (floors have to be polished oftener) and 
the policing problem when one has nearly a thousand people 
in, as we did on July 14, becomes complicated. On June 9 we 
had twelve different school groups visit the Museum and on 
the following day, thirteen, in addition to normal attendance. 
Visiting scholars came to work here from England, France, 
Holland, Denmark, Japan, Australia, and New Zealand. I 
shall mention some of their research under the various depart- 
mental activities. The most distinguished international visitor 
was the Crown Prince and Prime Minister of Tonga who was 
extremely interested in our South Seas collection and arrived 
in time to help the Club of Odd Volumes celebrate Mozart’s 
birthday. Mr. Masao Watanabe, a Japanese historian of sci- 
ence writing a history of American scientists in Japan, spent 
several weeks here working on the Edward S. Morse papers. I 
took him to see the houses that Morse had lived in and the grave 
in Harmony Grove Cemetery, all of which he assiduously 
photographed. 
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_ Accessions in 1964 ran somewhat heavier than last year, the 
total being 384. Of these 130 were Marine, fifty-eight were 
Ethnological, thirty-one Natural History, and the remainder 
Library. 
_ Two accessions in the Marine Department were impressive 
for their numbers besides having considerable historical in- 
terest. The Bethlehem Steel Company gave us all of the ship 
plans of the Bath Iron Works from 1855 to 1925 numbering 
about nine hundred different plans. Of more than usual histori- 
cal interest in this field were the original plans of a John 
Crowninshield ship designed in 1820 by Barker, given us by 
Mrs. James E. Hammond and Mrs. Eugene E. Record, and 
the original Donald MacKay plan of the clipper ship Flying 
Fish built in 1851, along with a shadow box model of the New- 
buryport ship Five Brothers from Mr. L. Francis Herreshoff. 
The other large accession is a most unusual one. For many 
years Captain John F. Campbell has been coming to the Mu- 
seum—first when he was a captain in the Merchant Marine, 
and for the last eleven years while he was a pilot in the Canal 
Zone. During that time he collected editions of Nathaniel Bow- 
ditch’s American Practical Navigator and Blunt’s American 
Coast Pilot, and other books on navigation, which led to the 
publication of a bibliography that will be mentioned later in 
this report. He was a self-taught bibliophile, enthusiastic and 
devoted to the Museum. In 1957 when going through the 
Panama Canal with Mr. Stephen Phillips and my family on the 
United States Line’s Pioneer Reef, he arranged to pilot our ship 
and gave us a running account of the Canal, its history, and the 
problems of piloting there. He also allowed my eleven-year-old 
son to blow the signals for opening the locks. Each vacation 
when he came from Panama to the Boston region he visited us. 
He wrote articles for The American Neptune and corresponded 
voluminously. In the course of his piloting he had amused him- 
self collecting a cup and saucer from each steamship line whose 
ship he took through the Canal. This extraordinary collection, 
now numbering 356 cups and saucers, he gave to us in the fall 
of 1964. Shortly, thereafter, he came up on one of his vacations,

unpacked the collection, matched up the cups and saucers, and 
was generally helpful in their identification. A few days before 
he was to return to Panama he was struck down by a massive 
coronary and died at the age of 44. We shall all miss this good 
and enthusiastic friend who did so much for the Museum in his 
short life. 

We received twenty-eight maritime paintings, of which 
thirteen were oils, and fifteen watercolors, six portraits, and 
seventy-six prints. The outstanding picture for the year is a 
watercolor by Francois Roux, painted at Marseille in 1860, of 
the burning of the packet ship Poland, given by Mr. Stephen 
Wheatland in memory of his father Mr. Richard Wheatland 
(1872-1944) who was elected a member of our Board of Trus- 
tees in 1910 and was secretary of the Board from 1914 until 
his death. The Poland left New York, May 11, 1840, bound 
for Le Havre with a cargo of cotton and thirty-five passengers. 
She was struck by lightning, five days out, which ignited the 
cotton. After two uncomfortable days all of the people on the 
Poland were rescued by Captain J. B. Ingersoll, of the ship 
Clifton bound for New York. Mrs. Charles S. Bird gave us a 
watercolor by Louis Roux of the schooner yacht Souvenir, and 
Mr. S. Morton Vose of the Vose Galleries presented an oil 
painting of a whaling scene showing the American bark Eu- 
ropa. Mr. Nathaniel Whittier has been presenting ship pic- 
tures from his collection every year for several years. This year 
he gave three oils of the ships Caravan, Kineo, and Elizabeth 
Kimball (the last two by William York); watercolors of the 
brig Ganza of Saco, Maine, the schooner William Roscoe, the 
schooner O. D. Wetherill, and the ship Palladium; together 
with an aquatint of the Royal Squadron in Lieth Roads. From 
the estate of our old friend William Crowninshield Waters we 
received a watercolor of the ship Franklin of Boston. She was 
the second American vessel in Japan, going there under Dutch 
charter in 1799, commanded by Captain James Devereux of 
Salem. Mr. Waters also left us a pastel portrait of Captain 
Devereux (1766-1846), painted at Mauritius and showing the 
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Franklin in the background. There is also a Japanese lacquer 
table which was brought back on the Franklin by Captain 
Devereux. By bequest of Miss Alice Endicott we received a 
portrait of her ancestor, Captain Aaron Endicott of Salem, and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Philbrook of Danvers gave an oil portrait of 
Captain Richard Stacey, 1732-1792. Mr. Francis B. Lothrop 
gave a Chinese oil painting of the clipper ship Gamecock, a 
watercolor of Golden Island in the Yangtze River by Philip 
Mitchell, and a panoramic view of Hong Kong in three sections 
done in 1847. In addition to the paintings, Mr. Lothrop also 
presented the scrimshawed jawbone of an extremely rare dol- 
phin Feresa attenuata and a cooper’s anvil, one of the few 
things lacking in our extensive collection of tools relating to 
maritime industries. 

One of the most interesting figureheads we have ever re- 
ceived was given by Mr. Stephen Phillips. It is a bust of St. 
Paul from the Salem ship of that name which was owned by his 
ereat-grandfather Stephen C. Phillips. It is a handsome piece 
of carving, and accompanying it is a cathead from the same 
ship. Mr. Frederick J. Bradlee gave us an unusual two-wheel, 
eighteenth-century salt barrow, owned by Major Israel Forster 
of Marblehead and used for carrying salt to the fish flakes. An 
astronomical clock made by Bond and Sons for N. Ingersoll 
Bowditch was given by his descendants Mr. Malcolm Bow- 
ditch Stone and Mr. Ingersoll B. Stone. Mr. A. A. Mattsson 
gave us a twenty-one-jewel Tourbillon Conversion watch which 
he himself built between 1944 and 1955. Mr. Ralph Cahoon, 
noted for his paintings of mermaids and sailors, presented a 
silver-mounted lodestone, and Mr. LaRue Brown donated two 
clipper ship sailing cards. We now have 1,015 of these sailing 
cards; the largest collection in the country. Mr. Francis B. 
Remon deposited an English grandfather clock, with a marque- 
try case and dial inscribed Thomas Wheeler, London, for the 
Library. Mr. Arnold Thompson presented a model of the four- 
masted bark Kenilworth, and the Alpha Dory and Beach- 
comber Dory Clubs gave a model of the Chamberlain Dory by 
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John Gardner, together with a case for it. These dories built 
by William Chamberlain of Marblehead were famous in the 
first two decades of the present century, and were raced by 
these two clubs in Salem and Marblehead. Chamberlain was 
one of the great small boatbuilders of Essex County. This 
model was presented to us by veteran club members of the two 
organizations at a ceremony in the Saltonstall Room of the 
Peabody Museum on Saturday, September 12, after a lunch- 
eon at the Hawthorne Hotel. We are very grateful to Pres- 
cott H. Littlefield, Chesler L. Pattee, and Marquis S. Smith 
for their interest in having this dory built for the Museum. 

In addition to the other material already mentioned, we re- 
ceived sixty-seven charts, 280 maritime negatives, 435 photo- 
graphs, six rigged models, three half models, eight pieces of 
ship’s gear, one ship in a bottle, and various other miscellaneous 
things. 

In the Ethnology Department there were fifty-eight acces- 
sions containing 1,007 specimens. Of these by far the largest 
number came from New Guinea, 640, while from the re- 
mainder of Melanesia we received thirty-five. There were 
eighty-eight specimens from Polynesia, twenty-four from the 
Philippine Islands, forty-four from Europe, seventy-one from 
China, twenty-two from India, twenty from Japan, and ten 
from Indonesia, thirteen from North America, and a scattering 
from elsewhere. The most important single accession was a 
collection of 639 artifacts, mostly from Dutch New Guinea, 
deposited by Dr. D. Carleton Gajdusek. Dr. Gajdusek is a 
specialist in the tropical diseases of children, in charge of the 
laboratory of the National Health Institute at Bethesda, Mary- 
land. He has made frequent trips to New Guinea and elsewhere 
in the Pacific for a number of years, and in the course of these 
trips accumulated a most unusual collection of ethnological 
material, much of it from tribes which only recently have come 
into contact with white men. His collection now numbers 


over some 1,500 pieces and we shall receive the remainder of - 


it sometime during 1965. It contains outstanding examples of 
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feather ornaments, carved figures, bowls, weapons, and many 
other things, all most beautifully and carefully preserved, ac- 
companied by catalogue cards and photographs. We purchased 
an unusual decorated clay bowl from the Sepik River, New 
Guinea, of a type not previously represented in our collections. 
Mr. F. C. Gardner gave us a collection from Manus Island, 
Admiralty Islands, which he acquired when he was there with 
the Navy in 194.4.. It contains some beautiful axes, elaborately 
carved lime spatulas, rare beadwork, as well as examples of 
more ordinary native handicrafts. 

Colonel George L. Smith donated a collection of sixty-four 
ethnological objects largely collected by him during tours of 
duty in the past half century in the Philippine Islands. The 
majority of pieces are from the Igorote and Moro groups, to- 
gether with a number of specimens from China and a few from 
elsewhere. Among our many friends of long standing inter- 
ested in the Pacific is Mr. Martin Anthony Brunor of New 
York. He has made dozens of visits to the Pacific where his 
particular specialty is the island of Rurutu in the Australs. 
While doing field work there in the summer of 1964 he col- 
lected some most unusual things for us. These include two 
enormous tapa anvils, one twenty-two and the other eighteen 
feet long. So far as I know there are no other tapa anvils of this 
kind in any museum. There are also two very handsome carved 
poi tables and nineteen old tapa beaters. He also collected a 
good many examples of stone adzes, poi pounders, and fish- 
hooks. Mr. Brunor has also given us a collection of thirty-eight 
large photographs and fifty-eight negatives of Austral and 
Tahitian Island scenes. Miss Helen C. Hagar, who has been 
generous to us over many years, has given and deposited eth- 
nological material including a collection of thirty-five objects 
made from vegetable ivory, a Chinese dragon boat, and a very 
handsome Alaskan Eskimo cribbage board made from a wal- 
rus tusk. Mrs. Ruth C. Gilfillan has similarly given or de- 
posited over fifty specimens from the Far East. Other eth- 
nological objects that should be mentioned include a handsome 
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Chinese junk model from Dr. Samuel K. Lothrop in memory 
of Susan Parsons Plummer, a Thailand loom from Colonel 
Bradish J. Smith, a Japanese Samurai sword given to the donor 
by Admiral Bell from Mr. Robert B. M. Barton, a grease box 
of walrus ivory from the Alaskan Indians from Mr. Stephen 
Wheatland, and a Marshall Island canoe model from Mr. 
Frederick P. Browning. 

As always in Natural History birds dominated the new speci- 
mens received. There were forty-three of these this year, many 
from the Kastern Point, Cape Ann area where they were found 
dead and brought in by Mrs. Chandler Robbins, I, and Miss 
Marion Childs. One of these was a Razor-billed Auk, the first 
received in many years. There were also a good many warblers 
including a Northern Redstart, of which there are five speci- 
mens from Massachusetts in the Museum of Comparative Zo- 
ology and three in our collections. Only two mammals were 
accessioned. One, a woodchuck, is being mounted to replace 
our old and depressing looking example now on exhibition, 
and the other a flying squirrel will also replace the antique 
mounted specimen. Several good examples of minerals were 
given, including tremolite from Wenham, fossil shark’s teeth, 
and a fine example of the spiny oyster. We received an Audu- 
bon folio print of the Prothonotary Warbler from Mr. Chaun- 
cey C. Nash and a colored plate of Hartlaub’s Duck by Louis 
Agassiz Fuertes from Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Lawson. Mrs. Lud- 
low Griscom gave her husband’s journals and notebooks cover- 
ing a period of more than fifty years from 1907 to 1959. This 
is a unique record of ornithological field observations in several 
countries and much of the United States, but a very large part 
of it relates to Massachusetts and especially Essex County. 

In the Library there were 748 individual items given this 
year compared with 353 in 1963. We purchased 210 books 
compared with 121 last year. The number of periodicals re- 
mained the same at 148. Our new Library continues to attract 
many important gifts, and this year there have been some un- 
usual ones. Perhaps the most outstanding are two of the manu- 
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script journals of Stephen Reynolds dating from November 
1826 to September 30, 1829 and from July 1, 1838 to April 
30, 1842, given by Mrs. Gordon Smith and Mr. William P. 
Alexander of Honolulu, and Mr. DeWitt Alexander of Berke- 
ley, California. Stephen Reynolds was a native of northern 
Essex County who first went to the Northwest Coast, Hawaii, 
and China as a sailor in 1810. In 1938 we published his journal 
of this voyage. In 1927 the late Mr. Stephen W. Phillips ac- 
quired from the old Reynolds house in Boxford seven of Ste- 
phen Reynolds’ journals. He settled in Honolulu in 1823 where 
he was a trader and Collector of the Port. Captain Reynolds 
lived most of his life in Honolulu and kept a detailed diary of 
everything that went on there. He returned to West Boxford 
in his old age where he died in 1857. There were two gaps in 
the journal and the two volumes now given us fill that hiatus. 
This is probably one of the most important unpublished manu- 
scripts on Honolulu in existence. Another outstanding collec- 
tion is of the logbooks, letter books, watercolors, and scale 
drawings of the Connecticut Captain Jerome Brooks Hildreth, 
given by Mr. Stephen Phillips. Captain Hildreth was employed 
on the China coast for many years and much of the material 
relates to vessels which he commanded there. He dabbled in 
painting apparently to while away hours at sea. Most of his 
sketches are maritime but one shows a large cheese being 
nibbled at by a small gray mouse. Mr. Phillips also gave us 
eight record books of the Union Marine and Fire Insurance 
Company of Newburyport. A year ago I mentioned the acquisi- 
tion of business papers of the Rowes Wharf Corporation. This 
year we received from Mr. James E. Bagley, Jr., a substantial 
lot of the business papers of Lewis Wharf, Commercial Wharf, 
and Long Wharf in Boston. We also received eighty-one ledg- 
ers relating to Long Wharf from Mr. Robert M. Calder. It is 
always exciting to receive well-illustrated manuscript journals 
of voyages, and an unusually handsome one of a voyage to 
China and return by George Mason, an Englishman, was given 
by Mr. Francis B. Lothrop. In the same category is a water- 
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color sketchbook by William Farington, Captain of the Sz. 
Cho, 1811-1812, a manuscript coast pilot of the Azores and 
Western Mediterranean with many sketches of shore views 
and eight full pages of watercolor plates, and a manuscript 
book on seamanship from Mr. Malcolm Bowditch Stone. 

Mr. Stone also presented forty-nine books on maritime sub- 
jects, some of them very rare and many of them large folio, 
illustrated volumes. Probably the rarest single book acces- 
sioned was the Dernier Voyage du Capitaine Cook Autour du 
Monde by Henri Zimmermann published in Berne 1783, do- 
nated by Mr. Stephen Phillips. This gives us both of the exces- 
sively rare German and French early Zimmermanns. Another 
Cook item added by Mr. Phillips is A Voyage Round the World 
in the Years 1772-1775 by Captain James Cook by an Officer 
on Board, London, 1781. These are but two of a great many 
books, relating especially to voyages and the Pacific, which he 
has given us this year. Others include a book of Joseph Roux 
charts, Marseille, 1764; Churchill's Collection of Voyages, 
six volumes, third edition, 1742-1746, which is one of the most 
useful collections of voyages; a broadside from Honolulu, 
“General Order for the Funeral of his Late Majesty King 
Kamehameha III”; and the rare edition of Shelden Dibble’s 
History of the Sandwich Islands, extra-illustrated with four en- 
graved plates. These are the first engravings ever done in the 
Hawaiian Islands. They were made at the Hawaiian Mission 
under the supervision of Lorrin Andrews at Laiana and prob- 
ably inserted in not more than one hundred copies of the book 
for presentation to members of the Mission. This copy be- 
longed to Ursala, wife of the Reverend John S. Emerson, head 
of the Seminary in the 1840’s. Mr. Francis B. Lothrop gave 
two illustrated books in Japanese on astronomy and navigation, 
one, in three volumes, printed at Yedo, 1750 and the other at 
Osaka, 1820. From Mr. Arthur D. Fay we received among 
other books the quarto edition of Audubon’s Birds of America 
in seven volumes, New York, 1861, and The Quadrupeds of 
North America by J. J. Audubon and J. Bachman in three 
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volumes, New York, 1856. For many years I have been trying 
to obtain a copy of a book about Easter Island printed in Chile 
in 1948. While in that country last year Mrs. Chandler Rob- 
bins, II, found a copy of the book, La Tierra de Hotu Matw’a 
by Sebastian Englert. Mr. Martin Anthony Brunor gave us 
Xerox copies of four volumes of Austral Islands manuscript 
books and three original manuscripts from the Australs. From 
our Fellows and Friends Fund we purchased a copy of Vail- 
lant’s Voyage Autour du Monde, 1836-1837. This is a com- 
plete set of the fourteen volumes bound in seventeen, together 
with the four large folio atlases, some in half morocco and some 
in original boards, published between 1841-1852. Thus, we 
have added one more of the important large publications relat- 
ing to the early nineteenth-century voyages. There are still a 
few of these lacking in our Library, but they seldom come on 
the market and they are very expensive. 

This was an active publication year which included two very 
substantial books. Captain John F. Campbell’s History and 
Bibliography of the New American Practical Navigator and 
The American Coast Pilot, a definitive bibliography which 
will be a useful tool for many years to come, is an especially at- 
tractive book. I am particularly pleased that John Campbell 
lived to see it published. A Dictionary of Some Tuamotuan 
Dialects of the Polynesian Language by J. Frank Stimson and 
Donald S. Marshall has been in process for over eight years. 
This dictionary of over 600 pages was printed in Holland and 
published jointly with The Royal Institute of Linguistics and 
Anthropology. Some years ago we published Mr. G. Peabody 
Gardner’s little book on Nova Scotia harbors, E 42S. This year 
we published another of his yachting journals; the story of a 
cruise to the Turkish coast appropriately entitled Turkish De- 
light. Another popular item is the Design Catalogue of Chinese 
Export Porcelain by Mr. Carl L. Crossman of the special ex- 
hibition of export porcelain shown last summer. ‘This book was 
made possible by Mrs. Stephen Wheatland and Mrs. Francis B. 
Lothrop. Four new ship prints were added to the series of re- 
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productions of our paintings. These are the schooner Baltick of 
Salem, the brig Jenedos of Boston, and the bark Juliana of 
Newbury, all done in colored collotype editions of about 200, 
and a five-color lithograph of our magnificent painting by 
Skillet of the clipper ship Hurricane. These reproductions in 
approximately full size of some of our best paintings continue 
to be a popular series. A start was made on the most ambitious 
and exciting publication venture we have ever attempted. This 
is to be a catalogue of all of our maritime watercolors and oils, 
numbering some 1,800. We are especially grateful to Mr. 
Harold D. Hodgkinson and Mr. Charles E. Mason, Jr., who 
inspired us to get off to a good start on this project, and to 
others who are giving assistance. Just before the end of the 
year I received a letter from the Ford Foundation that we have 
been voted a grant of $12,500 towards this important project. 
Practically all of the pictures in our collections will be illus- 
trated in the catalogue; sixty of them will be in color. It is 
planned to have an overrun on the colored plates which will be 
available for sale as small framed prints at a reasonable price. 
The project will take at least another two years to complete. 
Again, for the fourteenth year, I edited and saw through the 
press four numbers of The American Neptune. I was greatly 
aided by my secretary Mrs. Kenneth M. Ford who compiled 
the index, Mrs. Priscilla W. Papin and Mrs. Frederick H. 
Goddard who carried out all the work in connection with the 
subscriptions, and Mr. M. V. Brewington who compiled the 
Pictorial Supplement as he has since we have been carrying 
this feature. As usual reprints of the Supplement were brought 
out as a picture book and sold separately. Besides our own pub- 
lications one has only to refer to the bibliography of our staff 
members in the back of this report to see what a very substan- 
tial number of articles and reviews have been written during 
the past year. Arrangements have been made with the Gregg 
Press of Ridgewood, New Jersey and London, England, for 
publishing two manuscripts in our collections. The eighteen- 
volume manuscript entitled American Activities in the Central 


Leda 


Pacific, 1790-1870, is the result of a W. P. A. project of the 
1930’s sponsored by the State Department and the National 
Archives with the Peabody Museum serving as the headquar- 
ters. This material culled from newspapers, logbooks and other 
ephemeral sources has been constantly used by scholars and is 
the only complete copy of the manuscript in existence. It will be 
published in about five volumes, for which I shall write an in- 
troduction. One of our best journals relating to the China trade 
is that of Bryant P. Tilden of Boston, which has now been 
edited by Mrs. Gerard Ward of London. She worked at the 
Museum for about a month this summer and completed a bi- 
ographical sketch of Tilden for the introduction. This journal 
will be published in three volumes, probably toward the end of 
next year. 

Several special exhibitions were held during the year and 
Improvements were made in some of our permanent exhibits. 
By far the most popular special exhibition we have ever had 
was that of Chinese export porcelain which opened in early 
June and was due to close September 15. By popular demand 
it was twice extended, even though finally reduced in space, 
until the end of the year. The display, arranged by Mr. Carl L. 
Crossman and Mrs. William H. Shreve, consisted (except for a 
few of our own outstanding pieces) of material borrowed from 
individuals in the Boston and North Shore region. Both the 
Crowninshield and Loring Rooms were filled with china ar- 
ranged to present as wide a variety of patterns and types of 
dishes as possible rather than showing large complete dinner 
sets. The popular response to this exhibition was perfectly ex- 
traordinary. Groups of people came especially to see it from as 
far away as Pennsylvania and Delaware, as well as from all 
over New England. In midsummer an illustrated catalogue of 
the show was published, copies of which are still available. 
Two other special exhibitions were held in the Loring Room 
early in the year. The first was of the wood carvings, ship 
models, watercolors and other craftsmanship of Mr. War- 
ren H. Butler formerly of Salem and now of Biddeford Pool, 
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Maine. This was followed by a special display of the orni- 
thological prints of John Gould, the great English bird artist 
and a contemporary of Audubon. In the Crowninshield Room 
we had a very successful exhibition of Eskimo prints and sculp- 
ture collected by Mr. Chauncey C. Nash and lent by the Pea- 
body Museum, Harvard University. Sculpture from our own 
collections or lent by individuals augmented the show which 
lasted from February 1 until mid-May. On November 1 the 
Crowninshield Room was filled with a special exhibition of 
prints, paintings and rare books relating to the exploration of 
the Pacific, and put on in honor of the annual meeting of the 
Society for the History of Discoveries. It will remain on into 
1965. Our permanent exhibits were improved by the cleaning, 
renovation, and rearrangement of the group of India figures in 
the case in John Robinson Hall. A figure representing Captain 
Benjamin Shreve of Salem now keeps them company. This 
work was largely accomplished by Mrs. Shreve and Mr. Cross- 
man, under the supervision of Mr. Brewington. The large 
watercolor of the Calcutta water front acquired two years ago 
serves as a background for the entire group. 

As always, loans were made to other organizations. The Art 
Institute of Chicago borrowed some Northwest Coast Indian 
material, as did the anthropology museum at the University of 
California. The Vancouver Art Gallery borrowed two pieces of 
Pacific Islands sculpture and the Kendall Company was lent 
some Hawalian tapa samples. A special exhibition, including 
material from each of our departments, was set up under the 
direction of our Librarian, Mr. Paul O. Blanchette, at the Pea- 
body Shopping Center. Hamilton Hall borrowed African ma- 
terial to illustrate a lecture held there, specimens from China 
were lent to the Horace Mann School, and ethnological objects 
from the Near and Middle East were lent to the Phillips School 
in Salem. A ship model of the Great Admiral was lent for the 
Massachusetts exhibition at the World’s Fair and the Robert 
Feke portrait of Judge Richard Saltonstall of Haverhill was 
lent for the exhibition of American Artists at the same place. A 
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large lot of birds was lent to the Brockton Fair for the Conser- 
vation exhibit set up by the United States Fish and Wildlife. 
Other birds were lent for conservation work with groups in 
Beverly and for a special exhibition in Danvers by the Boy 
Scouts. Nineteen boxes of material including minerals, insects, 
insect life histories, reptiles, birds, and mammals were lent for 
school purposes, about half to the teachers for the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society’s classes. 

Substantial permanent improvements were made in our 
buildings. The doorway of the Loring Room was enlarged, the 
room painted, and a door put at the cellar stairs. The doorway 
between Robinson Hall and the Loring Room has been a bottle- 
neck ever since it was built and it is a relief to have this situa- 
tion corrected. The northernmost west window in Robinson 
Hall was closed up and a new exhibition case built in that space. 
The most extensive alterations occurred in Academy Hall cor- 
ridor where the three skylights were eliminated, new lights 
put in all the cases, and the corridor painted. It was also neces- 
sary to put new roofs and gutters on both East and Weld Halls. 
We continue to receive many compliments on the Oriental 
Garden planned by Mr. Oliver Wolcott. 

As usual the staff carried on as much research as time per- 
mitted. Some of this involved extensive journeys. Mr. and Mrs. 
Brewington, for example, spent over three months in Northern 
Europe continuing their study of marine artists. Miss Doro- 
thy E. Snyder spent four weeks of intensive field work in Brit- 
ish Guiana studying the birds of that country in connection 
with a book she is writing. She also continued her customary 
observations of migrations in Essex County, particularly by 
daily morning and noon trips to the Marblehead Neck Sanc- 
tuary. She spent one day guiding a Florida ornithologist to 
some of the best birding localities in this area and another at 
sea with Mrs. Robbins. In connection with her work on British 
Guiana birds, Miss Snyder was honored in receiving a grant 
from the Chapman Fund to work on the William Beebe collec- 
tion of bird skins from British Guiana at the American Museum 
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of Natural History, and she spent considerable time at the Mu- 
seum of Comparative Zoology at Harvard on the same project. 
I completed the preparation of my Lowell Lectures manuscript 
for the press and continued research on the collections brought 
back by Captain James Cook. Mr. Chadwick Smith continued 
work on the figures and models necessary for a new diorama 
of a Salem wharf scene to be put on exhibition next year. While 
on a two-week trip to England he visited the National Mari- 
time Museum at Greenwich and other institutions. In late June, 
I made a trip to Washington, D. C., to examine the Gajdusek 
collection of New Guinea material and to make arrangements 
for its transfer to Salem. 

Other activities during the year were rather varied. I gave 
twelve lectures before different groups, mostly in eastern Mas- 
sachusetts, and one in New Haven. On January 12 I went to 
Philadelphia and appeared as guest on two “What in the 
World” shows at WCAU television station. Conferences in- 
cluded one on International Visitors at Boston University; an- 
other on problems connected with the City of Salem sponsored 
by the Salem News at the Hawthorne Hotel; the New England 
Museums Conference for two days in September at Stock- 
bridge, Pittsfield, and Hancock Shaker Village; the New Eng- 
land Area History Conference at Regis College on October 17; 
the two-day annual meeting of the Society for the History of 
Discoveries here at the Museum, and many lesser meetings. In 
late March and early April I was honored with an invitation 
from the Secretary of the Navy to spend five days as guest on 
board the U.S.S. Massey out of Newport, Rhode Island. This 
was an extremely interesting and pleasant experience although 
the weather was cold. A week was spent in New York as a Club 
of Odd Volumes guest of the Grolier Club, and an August 
week end was enjoyed as a guest at the Adirondack Museum. 
In December I was appointed by Governor Endicott Peabody 
to the Massachusetts Council on the Arts, a special commission 
for making a study of the cultural resources of Massachusetts. 

In addition to the regular meetings of the Peabody Museum 
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Marine Associates, the Essex County Ornithological Club, and 
the Nature Photography Club, there were a number of other 
meetings and special events at the Museum. The Massachu- 
setts Arms Collectors, the Society for the History of Dis- 
coveries, and the Salem Marine Society held their annual meet- 
ings in the Crowninshield Room and Historic Salem met there 
several times. On March 4 there was a well-attended reception 
for Mr. and Mrs. Warren H. Butler, and on March 26 a lecture 
for the Fellows and Friends on Eskimo Art was given by Mr. 
Beekman H. Pool. Mrs. Francis B. Lothrop entertained at a 
special dinner for friends in the Saltonstall Room. Mr. Carl 
Crossman lectured on the China Export Porcelain Exhibition 
for the annual meeting of our Fellows and Friends on Septem- 
ber 22, when we had nearly three hundred people in East India 
Marine Hall. He also gave a special lecture for twenty-one 
ladies on October 3, and, on November 17, Mrs. Lothrop’s 
Sewing Circle met for luncheon in the Crowninshield Room. 
Several visiting scholars spent extended periods doing re- 
search at the Museum this year. Dr. Simon Kooijman, Curator 
of the Oceanic Department at the National Museum of Eth- 
nography in Leiden, Netherlands, received a grant to work on 
our tapa collection and was with us for two weeks. Drs. Gerard 
and Marion Ward from London were here for a month while 
she wrote the introduction to the Tilden journals and he did re- 
search in the collections relating to the history and geography 
of the Pacific. I have already mentioned Mr. Masao Watanabe 
who worked on the Edward S. Morse material. Many other 
students were here for lesser periods. 
~ We continue to be blessed with the best group of hardwork- 
ing volunteers I know of. Mrs. Robert U. Ingalls put in nearly 
a month’s work altogether in the Natural History Department 
where Mrs. Chandler Robbins, II, continued her skillful reno- 
vation of the exhibits. Mrs. Alan Perry of Marblehead also 
helped Miss Snyder for several days. Colonel George L. Smith 
continued to run the Ethnology Department on a full-time vol- 
- unteer basis. He was ably assisted by Mr. Oliver Wolcott who 
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has carried on refining the inventory and making new catalogue 
cards for the contents of some sixty-six storage cases. Miss 
Jane Palmer volunteered in the Ethnology Department during 
the summer as did Miss Judith Hodge. Miss Mary E. Osgood 
and Mrs. Osborn Palmer continue to give one day a week assist- 
ing Colonel Smith during the winter months. Mrs. Donald 
Wyman has been working one to two days a week most of the 
year compiling a catalogue of our early and important Ameri- 
can Indian specimens. In the Maritime History Department 
Mr. Osgood Williams and Mr. Arthur D. Fay assisted by Mr. 
David Sigourney continue their work with the steamship pho- 
tograph collections. Mr. Francis B. Lothrop, as in former 
years, has devoted much time to the print and painting collec- 
tions, while Mrs. John T. G. Nichols, III, has completed her 
work on the scrimshaw and assists with the cataloguing. Mrs. 
M. V. Brewington, assisted by Mrs. George Cunha, continued 
working on the catalogue of marine pictures. Mr. Robert Dex- 
ter worked as a volunteer during the summer and Mr. Bradford 
Wetherell has volunteered for one day a week during a good 
part of the year. In the Library Mr. Russell W. Knight devotes 
one day a week to our manuscript collections, and Mrs. Paul E. 
Andrews, Miss Ruth Parker, Miss Blanche Getchell, Miss 
Helen C. Hagar, Mr. Frank P. Adams, Sr., Mr. Henry A. 
Conant have all assisted Mr. Blanchette for one or more days 
a week. 

We are very much indebted to Mr. Harold Hugo of the 
Meriden Gravure Company for contributing the plates to this 
report as he has in years past. Our thanks also go to the Mer- 
chants-Warren National Bank of Salem for carrying a quarter- 
page advertisement about the Museum in the Salem Evening 
News several times during the year, to the Salem Five Cents 
Savings Bank for using a colored picture of the Museum on 
their calendar, and to the Naumkeag Trust Company for con- 
tinuing the long series of our Salem ship pictures for the same 
purpose. 

There have been more changes in our regular staff than 
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usual during the year. On January 1, Mr. Carl L. Crossman 
our valuable Museum Assistant resigned. On February 1, Mrs. 
Mary Lou Bartlett was employed as a part-time assistant in 
the Ethnology Department until June 1 and on September 1, 
Miss Judith Hodge was hired as an assistant in the same de- 
partment. On August 15 Mrs. Alvar O. Nelson resigned as 
Staff Secretary and on August 24 Mrs. George L. Needham 
was employed to fill that position. Mrs. Paul E. Andrews was 
engaged full time during the summer as an assistant in the Li- 
brary, and Mrs. Parker Kemble was hired for the summer 
months on week ends at the Sales Desk, and since then has been 
in charge of our photograph files and photograph orders. Mr. 
Joseph Femino was employed as an extra guard during the 
summer months and during the vacations of our regular con- 
stables. 

To all of these people, both regular and volunteer, I am as 
always extremely grateful for their helpfulness, industry, and 
good humor. Our Treasurer, Mr. Alfred P. Putnam continues 
to devote a great deal of time to our finances and accounting; 
he is ably assisted by Mrs. Priscilla W. Papin. Mrs. Fred- 
erick H. Goddard is doing phenomenal work organizing and 
promoting our sales area, and it would be impossible for me to 
perform all of the duties and activities in which I am involved 
in connection with the Museum were it not for the constant able 
assistance of my secretary, Mrs. Kenneth M. Ford, who holds 
the net beneath my cliff hanging.
